Confirm two Provisional Orders made under “ The Drainage 
and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863,” and the 
Acts amending the same. 

W HEREAS the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland have, 
in pursuance of “ The Drainage and Improvement of Lands 
Act (Ireland), 1863,” and the Acts amending the same, duly made 
the Provisional Orders contained in the Eirst and Second Schedules 
5 to this Act annexed ; and it is by the first-mentioned Act provided 
that no such Orders shall be of any validity whatever until con- 
firmed by Parliament ; and it is expedient that said Orders should 
be so confirmed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
10 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Provisional Orders contained in the First and Second Sche- 
dules hereto annexed are hereby confirmed, and from and after the 
15 passing of this Act shall respectively be deemed to be a public 
general Act of Parliament, of the like force and effect as if the 
provisions of the same had been enacted in the body of this Act. 

2. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “The Drainage and 
Improvement of Lands Supplemental Act (Ireland), 1876 (No. 2), 
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A.D. 1876.

on account of the works in the district, and he shall have previously paid all 

rates or arrears of rates which may be payable by him in respect of any 
drainage rate for the aforesaid district.
